Preparing for Gardening, 


A lar^e portion of the vegetables cul­ 
tivated in gardens depend for success­ 
ful growth on a very rich soil. 
Hence 
the importance of providing plenty of 
manure and of applying it properly. 
Old or rotted manure is always recom­ 
mended as best by gardeners, and is 
generally pronounced 
indispensable. 
But fresh manure, if not mixed with 
litter, and if well pulverized and thor­ 
oughly diftused through the soil, will 
answer an excellent nUrnose. Thrown 
on the ground carelessly and left in 
lumps, it is worthless. 
A good growth 
of line vegetables has been made where 
it has been thoroughly ground into tho 
soil, finely intermixed with it, and the 
surface kept clean and mellow through 
the season. 
And yet so many do all 
the work by halves, that it may not bo 
best to recommend it, unless for autumn 
application, when it will be well dis­ 
solved during the several months be­ 
fore it is drawn upon by growing 
plants. 
It may also answer well for 
crops that are not set out or sown till 
approaching mid-summer, such as win­ 
ter cabbages or turnips, if applied pre­ 
viously, and thoroughly broken and 
worked iii with liarrow or rake iii good 
season. 
Land which is made rich by 
successive manurings every year, will 
of course be lies!, and luau lire should 
not be applied for gardening, especially 
if in large quantities, without thorough 
pulverization and intermixture. 
The 
more completely these two requisites 
are attended to, the larger may be the 
application, jts effect will be greatly 
increased by frequent and perfect stir­ 
ring of the soil through the season. 
I*armers' gardens wall not get suffi­ 
cient cultivation if not laid out so as to 
be chiefly dressed by horse labor, 
lf 
the spade and hoi; are expected to do 
the work, nine-tenths of such gardens 
w ill not be cleaned once a month, and 
the soil w ill become crusted and weedy. 
The remedy is to plant every crop which 
will admit it* in drills or rows for the 
horse to pass between as often as once 
a week tnrough the entire season. This 
will accomplish as much work in half 
an hour as a whole day or more with 
the hand-hoe, and do it better and 
break tho 3oil finer. 
Before you begin 
spring work, lay out your garden, so far 
as may be practicable, for this horse 
dressing. 
Some crops may be planted 
in drills two feet apart, and still be 
cultivated by using a steady horse; aud 
if the cultivator is not of the kiud to 
contract, take out the outside teeth. 
When you wish to go deep, use but few 
teeth; wjien mellow and superficial 
treatment is wanted, use a larger num­ 
ber. 
To secure early as well as good vege­ 
tables, it is of vital importance to have 
perfect drainage. 
A wet soil may be 
unfit to work for weeks, and then give 
you a hard, or crusted, or lumpy sur­ 
face. 
Well drained laud may be work­ 
ed at once, and bo warm and mellow. 
If the ground needs it, put in pipe-tile 
a rod apart, aud three feet deep. It will 
make tne season a month earlier than 
with a water-soaked soil, 
and the 
equivalent to three degrees farther 
south in latitude. 
To sum up then; provide in season 
plenty of manure. 
Let it be thoroughly 
Intermixed with the soil. 
Arrange for 
all the horse-eultivation practicable. 
Avoid the common mistake of occupy­ 
ing more ground than you can keep in 
perfect condition. 
Have complete nat­ 
ural or artificial drainage, 
lf all these 
requisites are attended to, your vegeta­ 
ble garden will bo found to be the 
most profitable part of your farm; or, 
in other words, its products will give 
you supplies for the table at cheaper 
rates than anything else you consume; 
and then, if tnis truth is properly ap­ 
preciated, you will give the earliest and 
nest attention to it in arranging your 
labors for the season, instead of falling 
into the error of leaving the garden 
to tako the last chance o f being dressed 
on some spare occasion when you have 
nothing else to do, and to become filled 
with weeds.—Country O'entlinian.

How* Horses are Spoiled* 


How quick a horse becomes dilapi­ 
dated and demoralized after it comes 
into the possession of some people. It 
makes no difference how young or how 
nice they are when they get them, they 
all look alike in less than two years, 
and always have that discouraged, de­ 
stroyed apparance. 
I have seen men 
who claim to have great judgment— 
whom we look to as wise, prudent and 
shrewd in business—that did not seem 
to have any idea of what treatment a 
horse requires. 
If I had a boy ten years 
obi that w*as no more capable and rea­ 
sonable about such things than many 
people, I should think he was a help­ 
less idiot. 
Many seem to think a horse 
can endure everything, go without feed 
all day and half the night, and be oft'on 
a joiii*ncv on bad traveling time after 
time. 
When they get home they put 
them in an old dark pit-pen, throw in a 
forkful of hay, the first they come to, 
and “ let them rip.” They never rub 
or clean them, and never take any pains 
to protect them from cold or dampness. 
They overlook difficulties when in no 
condition to labor. 
How many young 
stylish horses have we seen all drawn 
out of shape and all sagged down, their 
back six inches too low in front of the 
hips and a foot and a half too long. 
A 
horse needs feed regularly and often, 
as often as five hours at least, at regu­ 
lar hours in the day. They cannot bear 
fasting as well as ruminating animals; 
but they should never be crammed full 
of hay, especially after a long drive 
w hen they have been w ithout all day, 
nor just before a hard day’s work or a 
long journey. 
I have seen a good many 
horses spoiled by cramming and fasting. 
It w’ill soon spoil their digestive organs, 
and if long continued it will weaken 
them and destroy their vitality so that 
they will never take on flesh at all, even 
under good treatment. 
And so they 
always remain a crooked, shapeless 
mass of unsightly, useless “horseflesh.” 
But strange as it may appear, people 
never know the difference as long as 
the animal has a paunch, hair and hoofs! 
It is not all work that brought them to 
this. There are thousands of horses 
that look as well as they ever did. 
It 
is the general management. It is not 
the team horse nor the livery horse so 
much as the farm horse that- shows bad 
treatment. Some pretend that the horse 
has a bad constitution, or is sick. Others 
call it a lack of vitality. I should call 
it a lack of common sense in the crani­ 
um of his owner.—Practical Farmer.

Tho Blooming Grove (Pa.) corre­ 
spondent of the Philadelphia 
limes 
writes: Bears have been far more plen­ 
tiful this year than for many seasons 
post. 
There are many extensive for­ 
ests of beech and oak in the counties of 
Wayne, Pike and Monroe, with vast 
outlying swamp lands of laurel, hem­ 
lock aud tamarack. 
Despite the fact 
that those forests are penetrated by the 
Erie Railroad, the black bear makes 
in them his breeding and feeding haunts 
almost as freely as scores of years ago, 
before civilization had made any ad­ 
vance In this section. Along the bor­ 
ders of these great swamps is a wide 
strip of soft mud. These swamps are 
almost inaccessible to man, and the 
bears make them their places of refuge. 
When the bears are plenty this oorder 
of mud is full of the animals' tracks. 
In many places tho mud is found hol­ 
lowed out in wide spots eight or ten 
feet long, three or four feet wide, and 
turn feet deep. 
Should large patches 
of scrub oaks be found beaten down to 
the ground it is a sure sign that the 
bears have been “ working’ there and 
feeding on the acorns. 
They rise on 
their haunches among the scrub oaks 
and beat the bushes violently with their 
fore paws. 
Bears are very fond of bugs and in­ 
sects of all kinds. 
They know' just 
where to find them every time, and 
know that their favorite insects make 
their homes under the stones during the 
winter months. 
The brutes conse­ 
quently select spots where the ground 
is covered with stones, and with their 
paws turn them up to get at the bugs. 
Ycllowjackets and hornets are favorite 
I morsels with the black bear. 
If bruin 
! secs a yellowjacket or hornet iii the 
I woods he is wild until In? finds the in- 
j sect’s homo. 
He tears madly through 
I the woods until his unerring scent loads 
i him to the spot. 
Thou lie settles down 
to business. 
When a bear finds a ycl- 
i lowjacLet’s nest it tikes but a few' 
swoops * of his fore paws to turn it 
wrong side out. 
A yeliowj;iekets’ nest 
is generally built in the ground, just 
under the surface. 
As soon as their 
nest is touched, the bees swarm al wiut 
in clouds and cover the hear until ho is 
as yellow as a sunflower. 
He pays no 
attention to their assaults, though an 
attack of ycllowjackets on any other 
animal would result in death. 
The 
bear merely shuts his eves aud grins as 
he devours nest and all. 
lie attal 
honey-bees the same way, and scoops 
the honey out with his paws and licks 
them oil until the nest is despoiled 
completely. 
Old Jerry Greening, the hunter, 
says that on one occasion ho shot 
bear ami was going to drag tho carcass 
home, when he discovered tho bear had 
just 
been robbing a yollowjaekets’ 
nest and was still covered with the 
fiery insects. 
“ ’F that b’ar hod only 
been wounded I’d a waltzed right in 
an’ fixed 'im ," said Jerry, “ but a 
couple o' them cussed little hot-tailed 
critters came after mc an' I skipped, 
an' I didn't dare go after thet b'ar for 
two days." 
Hornets build their nests high up in 
the branches of trees, or fasten thorn to 
Ute rocks. 
But as cute as these insects 
are the bear is more than their match. 
A bear discovers a hornets’ nest far out 


o d a limb beyond his reach. He climbs 
the tree, breaks tho longest branch he 
eau get, and, holding it in his fore 
paws, hits the nest until it drops to the 
ground. 
Sometimes he 
dances or 
stani|»8 on the limb till tho nest is 
shaken off. 
Should tho nest be on a 
rock the bear goes up to the top of the 


oock blue or crimson. A dark, sallo w’girl, 
however, may wear deep crimson, deep 
yellow, or brown with orange, purple, 
and scarlet, or in fact, any good, strong 
colors, becomingly; but 
she should 
rigorously avoid all insipid or somber 
colors. 
It is a matter, nevertheless, 
upon which it is impossible to lay dowm 
any definite rules, tne variation of ex­ 
pression, the dullness or brilliancy of the 
eyes, and the vivacity of a person have 
so much to do with their capability of 
carrying off a color well. 
The only 
safe rule to go upon is to avoid a color 
when it is found to be in any way 
“trying.” 
As to the second point, simplicity 
and suitability to figure. We ought 
all, for the sake of our appearance in 
other people's eyes, to try to set oft’ our 
figures to the best advantage, remedy 
their defects or enhance their beauties: 
and we must remember that as there 
are very few beautiful figures, and that 
they even require study to bring out all 
their perfections, those who have less 
well-molded figures should be more 
careful as to dress. The greatest posj 
si hie mistakes are often made by people 
through imitation, especially by those 
with snort, fat figures, who, when they 
see a tall, elegant person in a becoming 
dress, immediately order one like it, 
whereas the reverse style is the correct 
one for them. 
Then, thirdly, let the style of dress 
bo cliosen according to the purpose for 
w hich it is required and the material of 
which it is made. 
A walking or lawn- 
tcnnis dress requires to be loosely 
made, so as to enable the figure to 
move freely, whilst an evening or visit­ 
ing dress does not require this; so also j 
heavy, thick materials look host plainly 
made with little trimming; and fine, ; 
soft materials will bear any quantity of 
trimming. 
But on no account let there 
be any mixing of plain bodices and 
and niuch-lriniiiied skirts, or 
plain 
skirts ami bodices with large puffed 
sleeves. 
The great idea to keep fieforo 
one is “ harmony"—liarmonv of color 
and design —to ensure beauty of effect.

Those, who have in­ 
quired for the per cent. of healthy 
women, have found it very small. This 
state of things, we should expoct to 
find and have found in our large towns 
and cities, but it is nearly equally as 
serious in our sparse rural districts.

Can anyone tell us, why so many’ native 
women aro so sickly and so unable to 
discharge their social ami domestic du­ 
ties. Our women, especially in our ru­ 
ral districts, are not guilty of inaction, 
or indolence. They are usually com-

Yelled to lead a life of great activity and 
lard work. They do not spurn light and 
air. 
They arc exposed to both nearly 
all the time. They do not expose their 
feet and neck to excessive colds and 
damps, for they aro usually well and 
warmly clad. 
One thing they may not 
do, they may’ not dress as loosely as the 
men. They may not have had tho same 
amount and kind of exercise, in their 
growing years, as did their brothers. 
We arb more and more inclined to 
think that tho great causo of the degen­ 
eracy of our women is ^nutritious food 
on which they lived in tho growing 
period of their lives, and the small 
amount of exercise they took. 
Body 
growth in strength and bulk needs 
something more than food. It needs 
exercise of the bones, muscles and 
other tissues, that tho food may be 
converted into blood, flesh and bones. 
No doubt many girls are injured in the 
course of their training by ovor-cxeited 
brains, by want of proper food and an 
amount of physical exercise sufficient to 
create health and strength. 
We hardly dare to introduce another 
cause of feebleness and disease. 
For It 
is a subject of discussion and is not, 
by the women of our land, practically 
understood. 
We mean tight dress­ 
ing — compressing 
the

waist. 
It may be said that this

dresses that fit as snugly as they can be I 
made. A constant pressure Is extended 
upon the capillary^mood tubes of the 
son, great enough to stop the free cir­ 
culation of the blood. These capilla­ 
ries conduct blood from the arteries to 
the veins, so that any pressure on the 
veins that fill the skin must stop the 
full current of tho vital fluid in its 
wonted rounds. 
And if the blood is 
checked in its wonted course the vari­ 
ous tissues do not receive nourishment 
that they need to promote their growth 
and strength. Give our growing girls 
a proper kind and amount of physical 
exercise, and nutritious food and drink 
constantly during all the time from 
their early to their mature years and 
they willhavo a goodly form and health, 
unknown to most young women of the 
present day.—Prairie Farmer.
